This can also be said of the mem- 
bers of our fellowship as ministers of the 
Pentecostal message in our Assemblies 
of God movement and as_ individual 
churches in our District fellowship.

There’s a Bible school which will need 
all the help our churches and people can 
give it, not merely that we can have 
buildings to be proud of in a beauty spot 
of California, but that there might be a 
plant in operation for the training of 
young people to, in turn, enter into the 
general campaign of presenting Jesus to 
a sinsick world.

A Great Spiritual Feast

Exodus 24:11 - “They saw God, and 
did eat and drink.” 


There are those who go through life 
enjoying all manner of blessings and 
privileges without recognizing the hand 
of Providence. These people, and we 
meet them everywhere we go, take daily 
benefits as if God did not exist, and as if 
they were entitled to all that they can 
heap to themselves. These blessings come 
from the bountiful hand of God; yet the 
ungrateful ones refuse to acknowledge it. 

“For he maketh his sun to rise on the 
evil and on the good, and sendeth rain 
on the just and on the unjust.” Matt. 5:45. 

Little acts of Providential care go un- 
noticed; and while God’s Word plainly 
‘shows the reason for such care, these 
per sons refuse to heed. Note Romans 2:4 

“Or despiseth thou the riches of his 
“goodness and forbearance and longsuffer- 
‘ing, not knowing that the goodness of 
God leadeth thee to repentance? 


‘Pleasures of life are more attractive 
‘to them than are the riches of Christ’s 
kingdom. Unlike Moses, who refused to 
be called the son of Pharoah’s daughter, 
choosing rather to suffer affliction with 
the people of God than to enjoy the 
pleasures of a decaying life, they 
never see the hand of God. 


Others find their own ambitions and 
desire for personal gain so great as to 
blind their eyes to everything else. Their 
true picture is found in the words of Paul 
in 2 Corinthians 4:3,4 - “But if our gospel 
_be hid, it is hid to them that are lost, in 
whom the gods of this world hath blinded 
the minds of them which believe not, lest 
the light of the glorious gospel of Christ, 
who is the image of God, should shine un- 
to them. 


Let us turn to another group. There 
are those who see God, and yet do not 
eat nor drink. Their condition is hardly 


better than those above mentioned. They . 


believe vaguely in God, see Him in na- 
ture, see His hand in the universe. yet 


‘have no contact with Him. While ac- . 


knowledging His existence, they have 
never derived any of His benefits through 
Christ. James 2:19—“Thou believest that 
there is one God; thou doest well: the 


devils also believe, and tremble.” Others 


of this group accept the mere social view. 
Christ to them was a great philosopher, 
-a teacher, nothing more. May I warn 
_them that if Christ be not all he claimed 
_to be, he is nothing. 


Still others recognize in Christ a form 
of religion only. Theirs is a form of God- 
liness, denving the power thereof. No 
“spirit for duty, none of the grace and 
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power that are in the new birth are mani- 
test. The way of the cross has been lost 
and they walk the way of self. The bless- 
ings of water baptism, of the Lord’s table, 
the fruits and attributes of the true Chris- 
tian life are foreign experiences and have 
no part or lot in their dry and empty 
form of religion. They see God all right, 
but they never have tasted and found 
that the Lord is good. And, still farther, 
many are the sinners who readily admit 
God’s existence. They know they are lost, 
that Christ died to save them, and that 
Jesus is the bread of life and ‘the water 
of life. Yet their continual refusal to be 
saved is based on such flimsy excuses as 
to hasten the day of their damnation. 
God pity them! Seeing, yet refusing to 
be saved. Knowing the judgment of God, 
yet are content to pursue the way of re- 
bellion. They see God, but do not eat 
and drink! 


With joy I dwell now on the third 
group. Thank God for those who “see 
God, and eat and drink.” Look at the 
text’s background. What a scene! I love 
to go back through corridors of the an- 
cient past and sit in on that feast. Sev- 
enty-four persons, guests of God. They 
ate and drank in His presence. Heavenly 
food indeed! Perhaps the angels served 
those dainties, and the furnishing must 
have been exquisite, for God only has 
the best of everything. There are many 
today who are enjoying the blessings of 
these men. Food that fills the hungry. 
Water that satisfies the thirsty. Thank 
God! The joy of salvation, the peace of 


God, the hope of Christ, the love and 
communion of the Holy Spirit, these are 
the courses to our heavenly meal. 


I see yonder the unhappy discouraged 
sinner make his way to Christ. He tastes 
and finds the satisfying portion of Heay- 
e1’s bread. Jesus Himself! He is thirsty, 
and the water of life becomes a torrent of 
joy and peace. The clamant cry of his 
heart is more than satisfied. Ask that 
saint over there, “Have you been satis- 
fied with Christ all these thirty or forty 
years?” I hear the answer! “I have never 
wanted for satisfaction! Christ means 
everything.” We've found the full life 
indeed. Filled with God Himself, feasting 
on Him, strengthened with heavenly 
food. Every spot a sanctuary, every meal 
a sacrament. We see God in Christ, and 
seeing, we feast! 


Finally and briefly, this scene on Mt. 
Sinai brings to my mind another feast 
that we shall have. I read in Revelation 
16:6-9 that the bride has made herself 
ready and that she is to share in the 
marriage supper of the Lamb. Some 
day soon, we that love His appearing 
will rise to meet His, our Lord, and will 
sit down for a supper the likes of which 
has never been seen in heaven or earth. 
Once again the angels will serve. The 
guests? Not a mere seventy-four elders 
and leaders; but, thanks to God, all those 
who have made themselves ready through 
the blood of Jesus. 


We feast of things spiritual now, but 
we will enjoy not only things spiritual, 
but living in the glorious presence of our 
Lord, we shall throughout eternity, in the 
words of our text, see God and eat and 
drink! Yet in some measure now many 
are eating and drinking of heaven’s best, 
seeing God in Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen!

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HE article on tongues . . . was of great 

interest to me, having made a study of 
this phenomena, the Giossolalia, tor the 
last thirty-eight years. Church history 
shows that the speaking in tongues ac- 
companied many Christian movements 
and revivals. ‘Che author's scientitic re- 
marks reminded me of my early school 
years when I learned about the ‘1':ower of 
Babel and the origin of tongues. 


I also have observed disorder and 
some excesses among certain people. 
However, I have not seen anything yet 
like some of the things which Paul men- 
tioned as existing in the Corinthian 
Church, such as being drunk at the 
Lord’s Supper or committing things 
which were not even done amongst the 
Gentiles. Although he calls them babes 
and carnal, yet he addresses them as 
saints and tells them that they come be- 
hind in no gift. Of course, gifts in them- 
selves are no proof of true Christianity 
ior “by their fruits ye shall know them,” 
yet the gifts of the Spirit should be an 
essential part in our worship with those 
who believe. When science contradicts 
the plain statements of the Word of God 
it becomes “science falsely so called” 
and “the wisdom of man is foolishness 
with God.” 


Isn’t it true that the one hundred and 
twenty disciples in the Upper Room 
were speaking with other tongues long 
before (how long we do not know) the 
multitude came together? (Acts 2:4, 6). 
Do you believe that when “they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost and began to 
speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance,” that they waited 
one for another to be filled or to speak 
with tongues? What a confusion and 
pandemonium it must have been! Per- 
fectly indecent and disorderly! Or was it 
some more of that incoherent babble and 
gibberish as has been suggested? Never- 
theless, it was divine order. I notice from 
I Corinthians 14:26 that the early church 
was expecting the Christians to be alert 
and contribute something—I don’t mean 
tithes and offerings nor an auction in 
behalf of a new building or other enter- 
prise—for the edification of the congre- 
gation. 

Were they not all Jews at Penecost who 
understood the Jewish language? How 
else could Peter preach and be under- 
stood by them so that three thousand 
were converted? How would Luke 
know what remarks these people made 
if they could not converse together in 
the Jewish tongue, be it Hebrew or Ara- 
maic or of whatever sort? It does not 
seem that the multitude understood very 
much of what was being spoken in 
tongues or they would not have needed 
Peter to explain for them what this all 
meant. Furthermore the disciples must 
have behaved in a very peculiar manner 
to give the enemies of the cross occasion 
to say “these men are full of new wine. 
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We believe in... 


Speaking with Tongues

(This articie is the major portion of a letter written to Signs of the Times as 
answer to an article which recently appeared on its pages). 


It was an honor for Paul to be called a 
babbler on Mars Hill. 

We have read that the conversation of 
some tribes sounds like the twittering of 
birds, while the language of others seems 
to be guttural only. tlow many languages 
our God must still have in store! Let us 
have patience and not tind fault with 
the utterance ot the Holy Ghost. “For 
then (at a specified time) wii I turn 
to the people a pure language, that they 
may ali cail upon the name of the Lord, 
to serve Him with one consent.” Zeph. 
3:9. 

Do the Scriptures really bear out that 
this strange speaking in tongues took 
place only when other visiting nationali- 
ties were present who did not understand 
the language which was spoken in this 
place? tow many nationalitics were 
present in Epaesus (Acts 19:6) when the 
twelve men spoke with tongues and 
prophesicd? idiow many were represented 
in Corneiiuss home (Acts 1iv:44-46) 
when the tioity Ghost fell on them and 
they heard them speak with tongues and 
magnify God? | wonder what Simon saw 
(Acts 8:15) that he offered money to 
the Aposties wuen the Holy Ghost was 
given, whie taose who received the 
Holy Ghost had been believers and had 
been baptized? (Acts 8:12). 

Spiritual girts cannot be explained on 
the basis of our human attainments. The 
Scripture makes it very plain that both 
the speak.ng in tongues and the interpre- 
tation thercor are given and activated by 
one and the seif-same Spirit. I Cor. 12:8- 
11. How can we then say that the inter- 
pretation spoken of in the inspired Word 
of God is a translation from the other 
known languages learned of men? Why 
does St. Paul refer to Isaiah 28:9-13 when 
he says “in the law it is written”? I Cor. 


14:21. Did not Paul know where the 


Scripture was found? But Isaiah there | 


explains the ways of the law: “precept 
upon precept; line upon line; here a 
little, there a little,” by which teach- 
ing we must come to Christ. “The 
law was our school master to brin 
us unto Christ. But after that faith 
is come, we are no longer under a 
school master.” That is, faith brings the 
gift of the Holy Spirit and the signs 
which follow them that believe. 

By the way, a sign is not a seal and a 
seal is not a sign. Mark 16;16-20, Ephes- 
ians 1:13; 4:30: Isaiah says plainly that 
“THIS stammering lips and another 
tongue IS the rest and the refreshing, 
yet they will not hear, but they will con- 


tinue in the way of the law—for schoo! 


children—instead of the Spirit, that they — 
might go and fall backward and be — 


broken and snared and taken.” 
We may say with Paul: (I Cor. 12:30) 


“Have all the gifts of healing? Do all 


speak with tongues?” But it is well for 
us to ask ourseives, how many of us are 


apostles or prophets, or speak with —

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tongues, or heal the sick by the lay- — 
ing on of hands? Tuese are girts of faith, ” 
operated by tie Spirit. We know that — 


“the law is not of faith” and “that no man 
is justified by the works of the law” in 


the sight of God.” Gal. 3:10-14; Romans — 


3:19-23, 27, 31. “But without faith it is 


impossible to please H'm.” Heb. 11:6. To 


have these gifts in operation we must 


have faith. There is no use decrying nor 
besmearing them because they are hang- 
ing too high for us to reach. Why is it, 
that we have to make explanations? Is it 
not that we are still groping in semi- 
darkness, and like school children, labor- 
ing under the yoke of the law, instead of 
appreciating and enjoying the liberty of 
the Spirit? Acts 15:24-29; Gal. 4:21) 368 
31;.Gal. 5:1, 

Just a few actual experiences. One 
Sunday afternoon I visited in a tent near 
Hollywood where a colored minister was 
preaching on prayer. Suddenly, while 
he was trying to impress his hearers with — 
how long they should pray, some strange _ 
thing happened to him. He seemed to — 
try to bring forth what he had on his 
mind but was unable to do so in English. © 
He raised one foot and twisted his leg — 
around the other one, then started to | 


speak in the plain German language. — 
There was no interpretation, but the : 


Holy Ghost must have known that there ~ 
was some one there who understood, 
That message was definitely for me, if | 
for no one else. 
At another time I was visiting in an 
auditorium in downtown Los Angeles 
when a lady got up just as the minister” 
wanted to begin and repeated three times _ 
only one word in Hebrew. That word — 
meant “He is coming.” But her expression _ 
and tone of her voice in a trumpet-like 
sound and in increasing crescendo spoke 
a whole sermon to me. It not only warned 
to be ready, but it was an upward gaze 
to be looking for his immediate appear- 
ance. I have never forgotten it. Words 
cannot really express a soul-stirring mes- 
sage of the Spirit himself. 4 
A number of years ago Mr. and Mrs. 
George Hanson, pioneer missionaries to 
China were visiting in our home. They 
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told us that Mr. Hanson had learned the 


Chinese language, but his wife could 
neither speak nor understand it. How- 


ever, whenever she was under the an- 
ointing of the Spirit she spoke in excel- 
lent Chinese in such a way that the 
Chinese people would come to her again 
and again expecting her to speak in their 


own tongue, not believing that she could 


neither speak nor understand it. 
I have learned of similar occurences 


again and again. Why do we not have 


more of them, and why do we labor so 


hard? It is not because we do not believe 
that God will or can do it? And it is 


true that He cannot do it because we do 


not give Him a ghost of a chance. We 
are too wise in our own conceits. That 


is why He has to use the ignorant and 
unlearned. Or else, He must have 
changed His Word for our convenience. 
Does not God still heal the sick in answer 
to believing prayer, in spite of our ad- 
vance in science, medicine, honest physi- 
cians, great hospitals and cutting-up and 
-out surgeons? These signs shall follow 
them that believe: in my name... go ye 
and preach... !” 

“But if anv man be ignorant, let him 
be ignorant. Wherefore, brethren, covet 
to prophesy, and forbid not to speak with 
tongues. Let all things be done decently 
and in order. I Cor. 14:38-40.

We find in John 4:22 the statement 
of the people of Samaria after they had 
gathered in answer to the call of the wo- 
man at the well and heard Christ for 
themselves: “Now we believe, not be- 
cause of thy saying: for we have Heard 
Him ourselves, and know that this is in- 
deed the Christ.” 

There was a time when the natives of 
Mossi Land had no way of knowing 
Christ except as they heard the mission- 
aries tell of Him, and accepted the Word 
that was preached to them. Today, how- 
ever, there are many who have learned 
to read, and who upon reading the 
Scriptures have ben convicted and con- 
verted. They can now say, “Now we 
believe . . . for we have heard Him our- 


_ selves.” 


I would like to tell you of Segnogo, a 
boy who came to work about the time 
we first started to teach the natives to 
read. He had learned the syllables and 
had received the first sheet of reading 


- matter (always Scripture portions ) when 


one day he was sent away on govern- 


ment work, five hundred and fifty miles 


away, for six months—this for no other 


reason than that he was a Christian. 
During his absence from the mission, 


he continued to read that one sheet every 


day, and on his return was well able to

read it and had remained faithful in 
spite of all trials and persecutions. He 
heard the voice of Jesus in the Word of 
God; and all who hear His voice hear 
the command, “Go ye . . . and preach 
the gospel.” 

He immediately began to preach in his 
own village, and continued to do so in 
in spite of persecutions and threats, and 
when threatened by the Catholics. with 
being put in the army for ten years, an- 
swered, “Very well, if you put me in 
the army, I will preach there.” He had 
another young man who was proficient 
in reading to hold classes, and he gave 
himself to the ministry of the Word. 

He built a hut away from his people’s 
place, and a small building of grass mats 
for a church. Away from all habitations 
end out in the bush. it might well be 
termed a “tabernacle in the wilderness.” 
One day he came requesting that we 
come and baptize some who were ready 
for baptism, and though the water in 
the water hole stank and was covered 
with a green scum (there was no other 
available), we had the joy of baptizing 
four in the presence of their own villag- 
ers, who had gathered around the water 
hole. 

As his congregation grew, he later built 
a larger church, and the following year 
having outgrown that also. built another, 
this time one of sun-dried brick, with the 
help of just a few boys in making the 
brick and in dragging in logs for the 
roof. Before we left the field, he had 
more than eighty converts in that vicini- 
ty. This work was carried on by the na- 
tive, entirely independent of the white 
man. 


Previous to the first outpouring of the 
Spirit in Mossi Land, the missionaries 
had, preached the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit, and the natives could believe only 
because they were told, but at this first 
outpouring, as one young man, his hands 
uplifted and his face radiant with the 
glory of God, was “speaking in other 


tongues as the Spirit gave utterance, a 
crippled boy squatted in front of him 
marveled at what he saw and heard. Ad- 
dressing the missionary, he said, “White 
man, he is speaking in Bambara.” The 
language used in this section is the More 
language, and Bambara is another of the 
African languages and was absolutely 
unknown to the one speaking in tongues. 

Upon being asked what was being 
said, the crippled boy, interpreting said, 
“Jesus is coming soon.” This is always 
the first statement of the Holy Spirit 
through one who is filled with the Spirit. 
He then interpreted other statements, all 
of which were praises to God. The fol- 
lowing day, to satisfy his own mind, and 
the question in the minds of others, the 
crippled boy asked the young man if he 
spoke Bambara, but the answer was that 
he did not know a single word of that 
language. 

In regard to the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit, therefore, our native Christians 
can now say, “Now we believe, not be- 
cause of your sayings, for we have heard 
flim ourselves.” At that time, about eight 
received, but since then many have re- 
ceived at all of our stations.

Unusual Revival 


The year is ending for us in marked 
victory and blessing as a result of the 
Lindsay-Erickson campaign held here 
during October and November. Within 
three days after their arrival from the 
States, our largest church, which seats 
900, was packed out. 

We secured an open air Coliseum seat- 
ing 5000. There we had increasingly large 
crowds as God worked in marvelous 
power. Eightv or more deaf and dumb 
heard and spoke. Many tuburcular, can- 
cer, blind, lame, and other cases were 
delivered. The people were thrilled be- 
vond measure—sinners as well as saints. 
The place was so packed we could not 
have altar services as we wished. Hun- 
dreds stood every night and cried aloud 
to God for salvation. 

Governmental authorities were inter- 
ested and very favorably impressed with 
the services, a number of officials at- 
tending in uniform. But the religious 
hierarchy brought strong pressure to 
bear, and after two weeks in the Coli- 
seum it was ordered closed to us. That 
night between 6,000 and 7,000 people 
were turned away. Brother Erickson and 
two missionaries were taken into custody 
and held for hours. When they were re- 
leased, the authorities said we could con- 
tinue in our own churches but not in a 
rented building. 

The evangelists then went north to an- 
other city. After three services they were 
ordered back to Lima. and Brother Erick- 
son was held for 36 hours. We avvealed 
to the U. S. consul, who secured his re- 
lease, but the Peruvian authorities asked 
him to leave the country. There was no 
charge against him—just too much gospel. 

Lima, as well as the whole country was 
shaken to the very foundations. People 
came hundreds of miles to be prayed for. 
Newspapers carried articles for and 
against, and people who were healed 
went to the newsnaner offices to leave 
their testimonies. Rich, as well as poor. 
came askine for help. 

The Lord continues to manifest His 
healing nvower in manv of our churches. 
ond we hear reports continually of more 
healings. Our churches and meeting halls 
in Lima have become inadequate for the 
crowds. Revival is breaking. Halleluiah! 
It is surely glorious to see God working 
in power 

* * * * 


The three days of remarkable revival 
was in Trujillo, north of Lima, where 
Frank Isensee, Jr. is located. He reports 
a great stir, with large crowds of inter- 
ested people wanting to get in to hear 
the gospel message. Unable to rent a 
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larger building, their church accommo- 
dations had to serve for the special serv- 
‘ces. They are anxious to secure the 
means to build larger quarters to accom- 
modate future crowds.

Samoa— H. M. Luce 


Construction work on the school foun- 
dation has been halted pending arrival of 
cement. During November and Decem- 
ber, while waiting for materials to ar- 
rive, we held revival meetings with good 
results. Several young people have been 
saved, and the entire congregation has 
been built up in faith and understand- 
ing of the Word. Honeybelle, with four 
companions and two adults, made a de- 
cision for Christ. 

About $208 has been provided, in 
answer to prayer, and this amount has 
been used to purchase a surplus building 
at the airport. It is estimated that an ad- 
ditional $292 will be needed to dismantle 
the building and move the material ten 
miles to the site of the school. And it is 
expected that there will be enough lum- 
ber and roofing iron to complete the 
building. 

A Samoan chief has leased us a build- 
ing for quarters and land for a planta- 
tion. This is between the bay communi- 
ties of Fagatogo and Pago Pago. We plan 
to move in as soon as the building is re- 
conditioned for living quarters. Origin- 
ally built as a bombproof radio com- 
munication headquarters, it stands 
underground on the side of a mountain 
slope. Earth on three sides of it must be 
excivated in order to cut doors and 
windows. Now it has only one door. The 
wells are 12 inches thick. Reconditioning 
will teke several months of long, hard 
labor. {t will be necessary to rent a bull- 
dozer for excavation and a compressor to 
drill opcnings in the concrete walls. This 
equipment may be rented from the 
governmcnt. The reason for the move is 
that the owner of our present quarters 
requests the use of his house, and other 
adeq .ate quarters are not available. The 
new fonz term leese will establish the 
mission station in Tutuila. It is impossi- 
ble to buy property outright here, as 
only Samoans are allowed to own prop- 
erty. 


Philippines— 

For more than two years now I have 
been the C.A. director in the Philippines. 
Our work with the youth department has 
been interesting labor. We promote ral- 
lies, evangelistic meetings, organization 
of new groups in new fields, as well as 
arrange for the annual C. A. convention. 
Though the traveling and correspond- 
ence necessary in this work keeps us busy 
and rather worn at times, we still love 
every minute of it. It is all a part of the 
missionary work which we came to do. 
So far we have not had the time nor the 
finances to go far afield; so have had to 
confine our work to this huge island of 
Luzon. We must get to the southern 
islands to help them with their youth 
work. This we expect to do if Jesus tar- 
ries and political conditions here permit.

Perhaps it was entirely for our en- 
couragement that the Lord let us hear 


this testimony not long ago. One of the 


men attending our weekly services at 
the Old Folk’s Home asked if he might 
say a few words. This was a very un- 
usual request, as the Chinese do not push 
themselves forward, and usually have 
to be urged to testify. We were thrilled 
to hear his story. 

It seems that while we were in Cuba 
our previous term, this man, whose body 
was wrecked by sin and sickness, was 
sent to the county hospital for treatment 
end was then sent to the institute as in- 
curable. He was entirely helpless, hav- 
ing to be fed lying on his back. As we 
v'sited the dormitory every week, we 
noticed him as one of the thirty or more 
sick ones, none of whom showed any 


special response to our singing and ~

ing great and steady improvements to- 
ward physical health.

Tact (ics) In Soul Winning ! 


What is meant by tact? Webster's Dic- 
tionary says it is “sensitive mental per- 
ception; nice discernment of what is ap- 
propriate to do or say in dealing with 
others without giving offense.” Tact, 
therefore, is quite important in personal 
work. It helps toward success in society 
and business, and is decidedly helpful 
when it comes to winning souls. 


Personal work requires tactics as well 
as tact. Tactics are “any form of pro- 
cedure requiring skillful maneuvering to 
accomplish an end.” 


Great revivals which have influenced 
multitudes of people for Christ have al- 
ways enforced strict doctrine. We must 
know the doctrines that underlie salva- 
tion. Tact and proper use of tactics will 
lead a soul to confess, like the Prodigal 
Son, “I have sinned against heaven, and 
in thy sight.” 

We first of all must understand that 
conversion is not reform, but it is be- 
coming a new creature. Reform is the 
work of man, while conversion relies on 
the work of God. The converted man 
will be truly reformed. Salvation is a 
necessity, and the reconciliation must be 
made “now, while it is called today.” 


I. DOCTRINES THAT THE PER- 
SONAL WORKER MUST KNOW 


Sin. Every unconverted person is “dead 
in sins.” (Eph. 2:1-5). On the day of 
Pentecost the disciples so spoke, with the 
help of the Holy Spirit, that people felt 
themselves to be such terrible sinners 
as even to despair of salvation. They 
cried out, “What shall we do.” Peter gave 
them the answer: “Repent and be bap- 
tized.” 

Faith. There is a spurious faith which 
treats Christ as a teacher or prophet, but 
has no reference to the sin question. It 
is attractive to the unconverted. But our 
faith must rest in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
(Acs 16:31). 

Righteousness. Man’s ideas. of what 
conversion is many times built up on 
equally spurious ideas of righteousness. 
The character of man is definitely un- 
righteous (Rom. 3:23). It is God’s right- 
eousness that avails. Regeneration is the 
work of the Holy Spirit, Who so affects 
all human faculties that a radical change 
of character takes place immediately. 

The Holy Spirit. The Spirit was given 
as the Comforter, Guide and Helper in 
all our work for God. Every conversion 
is a demonstration of the Holy Spirit. 


Look at the converts on the Day of 
Pentecost. (Acts 2:41-27). 

Judgement. Our duty is never to con- 
vict anyone, but to lead him to judge 
himself by seeing that he is wanting when 
weighed in his own balances. 

Eternal Punishment. Men talk as_ if 
God were as good as they He would send 
no one to hell. A good personal worker 
will ignore professions of this nature and 
probe more deeply. 


Il. TACT AND THE SCRIPTURES 


Salvation is not only revealed to us 
through the Scriptures, but it also has a 
vital connection with that “Word which 
is able to save our souls.” “Faith cometh 
bv hearing, and hearing by the Word of 
God.” 

The worker must know enough Scrip- 
ture to be skilled in using his Bible and 


to lead a sinner to Christ. It is better to — 


be able to use a few choice verses than 
it is to learn many verses and have dif- 
ficulty in applying them. They are his 
tools in soul winning. 

Daily study of the Word is vital and 
helps in sharpening the mind for deal- 


ing with the unconverted. Study the — 


Bible and the various types of conversion 
for good tactics. It might be useful to 


list in a notebook the types and_ the © 


Scriptures applying to each. Never take 
a chance on ignorance when it comes to 
personal work. Study the whole Bible 
and know it as well as the housewife 


knows where to find food and clothing. — 
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(2 Tim. 2:15). Know it as well as the © 
workman does his tool chest. Know the — 
Scriptures as the “workman that needeth — 


not to be ashamed. 


Ill. METHODS OF SOUL WINNING _ 


In dealing with the sinners, take one 


at a time. It is better to convert one, and : 
be sure. Diagnose his partiucular need — 


so that you will be better able to deal 


with him. A good question with which to 
begin is “what do you think of Chrrist?” — 
Tactfully hold him to it. Christ is the is- — 


sue, not which church is right. In using 


Scriptures to emphasize a point, have 
him read the Scriptures with his own — 
eyes. He must not dodge the issue be- — 


tween himself and God. 


Some of the things to avoid are dog- _ 
matism, timidity, sympathy with the sin- 
ner as he is, impatience in waiting for the — 
right time to talk about salvation. Argu-— 


ment especially is to be avoided. Let the 


other do the most talking, for it takes two

head. 


JV. THE USE OF TACT 

Acts clearly teaches that the early 
Pentecostal church, when driven from 
Jerusalem by persecution, “went every- 
where preaching the Word.” The busi- 
ness of the church is to convert the sin- 
ner from his ways. The man of God is no 
loafer. It is distressing to see Christians 
with nothing to do. Paul tells us plainly 
that the man of God is to be energetic. 
Soul winning is the Christian’s God- 
given duty. 

Home is a natural place to begin. Phil- 
ip and Andrew both began at home, and 
succeeded. Hospitals and institutions of 
all kinds afford ideal places for per- 
sonal work. Letters may be written with 
good injections of a thought or two of 
-Christ’s claims. Your telephone can be 
used to contact people for God. 

Soul winning begins with you. First 
of all, have oil in your vessel, your lamp 
trimmed and burning brightly. Is you 
life filled with doubts, fears, prejudices, 
excuses, and uncorrected errors? If sO, 
prayer and confession are essential to 
your own spiritual welfare. Pray for the 
guidance of the Spirit. 

After self-preparation comes the go- 
ing after the sinner. There are some 
forces that will exert their pressure 
against you—discouragement, criticism, 
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hard cases—but let nothing hinder you 
from doing the will of God in winning 
souls, 

To know when to speak to someone 
requires careful observation. “The more 
haste, the less speed” is true in personal 
work. Learn to do personal work nat- 
urally. Emerson said, “Conversation is 
our laboratory and workshop.” If you 
are asked the question, “What do you 
know?” you might answer, “I know that 
my Redeemer liveth.” 


A lapel pin, cross, button, or the very 
effective fisherman’s pin will often arouse 
questions which will give you an oppor- 
tunity to speak for Jesus. If asked; “What 
does this mean?” you can say, “It means 
that evervbody ought to be saved. Are 
you?” Giving a good tract will sometimes 
afford an opportunity for conversation. 
Be friendly in your approach but not nec- 
essarily familiar, kiddish, or silly. Simple 
questions about everyday topics open up 
a multitude of inquiries that can lead to 
conversation about the soul. Hobbies are 
the handle of attention. Find out what 
the individual is interested in and begin 
there. Be well-read about common, ev- 
eryday things. 

Leading the sinner to Christ is the 
final task of the personal worker. At 
Pentecost, Peter waited until they were 
pricked in their hearts before he men- 
tioned the way of salvation. When they 
became convicted of sin, he then named

Sunday school, for the teacher and 
worker, does not start at 9:30 or 9:45 
a.m., Sunday, whichever the announce- 
ment to the public declares, but it starts 
far in advance of any activities which 
may take place in the church on Sunday 
morning. 

Every good teacher or worker is con- 
stantly looking ahead and planning for 
lessons yet to come. He is alert for new 
ideas and is always eager for some way 
or means by which he may present the 
lesson so as to make it most effective to 
the students for whom God has made 
him responsible. He reads, meditates, 
plans, prays and works far in advance 
of the time when the lesson will actually 
be presented. He accumulates his mater- 
ial and visual aids, and practices in their 
use, so that he can honestly say before 
God and man, “As a2 servant of the Lord 
and as a representative of this church, 
I have done my best-to represent this 
lesson today.” 

The teacher or worker whose ministry 
is really in his heart will always arrive 
at the church at least 20 to 30 minutes 
prior to Sunday school time. After he 
has arranged his class room as he wants 
it, seeing to lights, heat, ventilation. 
chairs, blackboard, chalk, erasers, visua! 
aids, etc., he will then go before the 
Lord once again to assure himself of 
His anointing for the work which he ‘s 
about to undertake. He realizes that this 
may be his first and last chance with 
someone who may visit today. He is fullv 
aware that many of his students will 
have some need that only God can satis- 
fy. He will be sure that his iesson burns 
within his heart so that he can carry out 
the spiritual mission with which God has 
entrusted him. 

After this, the teacher will go to 
entrance of the church where his eyes 
will search out his own - the, members 
of his class. He will also be on the alert 
‘for any new faces who are of the right 
age to visit his class. After welcoming 
the visitor he will introduce him to some 
member of the class who, in turn will 
take over the respons'‘bility of introduc- 
ing him to others and seeing to it that 
he gets to the right class room and that 
he is made to feel wanted and at home.

For the opening song, sing something 
that induces the congregation to sing.

Always keep in mind that everyone 
comes into the service with different 
thoughts and perhaps with different at- 
titudes.

From Fiji, Mrs. A. M. Heetebry 
writes: “We had a most happy and 
pleasant Christmas this year in our new 
building . . . And another thing that 
brightened our Christmas so much was 
the receiving of such lovely parcels from 
various W.M.C. groups, all so practical 
and useful, as well as beautiful . . . the 
food stuff was most enjoyable at this 
season. A large parcel of used toys, but 
in fine state, arrived for our orphans, 
which brought them so much joy, and 
thrilled our hearts too. Another group 
sent us a large utility kitchen doll which 
certainly gave us a lot of amusement and 
fun. I didn’t operate on her until today. 
I would like to have kept her longer, but 
curiosity won, and, my, oh my, how many 
good useful things she contained! How- 
ever, before her ‘operation’, I had her 
displaved at the Carnegie Library where 
she received many bright comments. All 
the parcels arrived in ample time for 
Christmas this year, which was also a 
treat. Thanks to all the kind sisters and 
the love and good will behind it all.” Mrs. 
Heetebry adds regarding the orphan- 
age in which a number of our women are 
interested: “Thus far we have received a 
most helpful ‘sacrifice offering’ from one 
group to buy articles for the orphanage, 
too bulky for shipping. This was a real 
blessing as there is so much to buy, and 
we are desperately in need of single 
sheets, pillow slips, and towels.” Séveral 
groups have taken this project. It would 
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be well to send the things as soon as 
possible. 


A very enthusiastic thank-you letter 
came from Sister Harold Rhodes of West 
Africa, mentioning so many of the articles 
given her that are now put to good use, 
linens of all kinds, the little dresses for 
Lynda, the plastic things, the many de- 
licious foods contained in the food show- 
er, the dried apricots and other things 
including used curtains that fit the win- 
dows surprisingly well, are proving such 
a blessing, making life pleasanter, and 
even luxurious, as she puts it. Also, the 
contents of “Santa Rosa Topsy” are find- 
ing use in different ways every day. And 
the “Handy Man from Hillister” has 
been worth his weight in nails and bolts. 
She adds, “Harold has cheerfully nailed 
and pounded and blessed the good ladies 
who remembered him in this way.” She 
also says: “I am ashamed that I didn't 
have more faith for an electric washer 
and I feel sick as I see how our clothes 
are getting faded and worn from the 
harsh soap, rubbing and pounding.” Can't 
we make this a matter of prayer and send 
an offering to Sister Minogue designated 
for this washing machine? One can be 
delivered to our New York office for 
$108 plus freight and duty. 


Then from our Foreign Relief Project 
comes this note from Brother Kinder- 
man, our European Field Secretary, “We 
are very grateful to the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Council of Northern California 
District. for the generous offering of 
clothing sent in April to Bremen. The 
26 bales and two boxes of shoes were 


. forwarded to 16 ministering brethren of 


various parts of Germany for distribution 
among the needy in their churches or 
districts.” Following are excerpts from 
letters received acknowledging the gifts: 


“Just as winter with its cold weather 
drew near, so the Lord provided for 
His children! At first the widows of the 
men killed in the war and their children 
were provided for, then those without 
work who live under such difficult cir- 
cumstances - most of our members are 
refugees and without work. After every- 
thing was distributed, we thanked our 
Lord, the Giver of all good gifts.” 


“A few days ago through our Assem- 
blies of God office, I received clothing 
for distribution among the folk of our 
church. Many heartfelt thanks in the 
name of our dear brothers and sisters for 
your loving and kind help to the needy 
ones here. Most of our members are 
refugees, others were bombed out and 
others widows and orphans, to whom 
these things were a very great help. 
Many, too, are without work and there-

fore not able to buy even the most nec-— 
cssary things for themselves.” ‘ 

“The two bales arrived here, so I can_ 
write you how very happy I was to have 
something to give to these poor and — 
needy ones. In my visits to the refugee) 
camps or into other primitive accommo- — 
dations, I have seen families with up to 
twelve children trying to live on thirty — 
dollars a month. It would be easier to — 
close one’s eyes and not see the need — 
among them and yet these people must — 
live. You can imagine how grateful they 
are when, with tears in their eyes, they i 
receive these love gifts offered to them. — 
You should see the children jump for 
joy when a pair of shoes, a dress, ony 
something else is given to them. I wish to — 
especially greet all of you dear ones who — 
have given and tell you that many pray-— 
ers of thanksgiving have been sent up to — 
God for you. Surely you should receive — 
a blessing from them. Many persons are — 
knocking at my door. It will be hard to_ 
turn them away and to tell them that — 
there is nothing more to give them at 
present. I wonder again and again at 
the love of my brothers and sisters across 
ihe sea who year after year bring their — 
offerings and do not become weary of — 
thinking of us. Of course only through — 
the love of Jesus can it be done. We un- — 
derstand that the sending involves ex-4| 
pense besides the work of preparing the — 
things by our dear brothers and sisters. — 
We pray for our missionary friends and — 
thank God that we have them.” q| 

Without exception, each of these letters _ 
closed with a joyous report of how God — 
was saving, filling with the blessed Holv — 
Ghost, and blessing in their midst, and 
asked that we join them in prayer for a 
mighty, sweeping revival. ; 

So, let us not be “weary in well doing,” 
but press on and continue the good work 
of the W.M.C. for the Lord.

Bombs Made From Nuclear Explosion of 
Atoms Could Kill All Living Things 

Gerald Wendt writes that with nuclear 
bombs, man can kill all living things. 
Nuclear bombs are atomic, hydrogen 
and others now unknown which might 
be made from nuclear explosions of 
atoms. 

“It is all man’s handiwork,” he writes 
of the nuclear energies. “It is his to do 
with as he pleases. He can blow his 
world to bits; he can scorch it with in- 
visible rays to kill all living things; or 
he can use it to build a plentiful para- 
dise where the genie from the Arctic 
and the Congo do the work and man is 
free to create a joyful culture. These 
are the years for that decision. This is 
cither a new renaissance or doomsday.” 


The genie are the uranium deposits 
in Canada and the Congo, the bulk of 


whose production has been going to 


the United. States. 


Dr. Wendt describes a possible hy- 
drogen bomb, which he says is entirely 
his own conception, without benefit of 
secret information. “It will be a sleek and 
innocent tube of gleaming stainless 
steel, a smooth machine, streamlined 
and air-vaned, as well designed and en- 
gineered as a fine automobile. Within 
will be a precise and complicated en- 
gine as carefully calculated and mirac- 
ulously effective as a television set. It 
may weigh 10 to 25 tons but it will be 
tightly packed and surprisingly small, for 
it must be carried by a single plane. It 
will have superhuman brains of its own, 
electronic eyes and ears, calculators and 
atomic controls, for there is much to be 
done, done in the right order and done 
in microseconds once the moment has 
come. (Microseconds are millionths of 
a second). 

“For a minute or two after it leaves its 
plane, miles up, the bomb will be on its 
own, falling silently. swiftly ... Then the 
bomb itself must judge the moment when 
the distance above ground is right, when 
the unsuspecting city is within reach, 
must throw its switches release its neu- 
trons and in one titanic flash of doom, 
become energy incarnate, incalculable, 
incredible.” 

Dr. Wendt explains there is much 
doubt whether this bomb can be made, 
but that we must know, because there 
is no safety in ignorance. 

“This bomb” he rcsumes, “has stub, 
sweptback wings, these are provided be- 
cause it is not likely the bomb can be 
dropped vertically from a carrying plane, 
as ordinary bombs are. The distance of 
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total destruction for solid structures on 
earth is 10 miics trom the explosion 
center (This is for the H bomb, 1,000 
times more powerful than an A bomb) 
The plane must be at least that far 
away when the explosion occurs.” 

Of the nuclear bombs’ destruction he 
writes “there would be little point in ef- 
forts to rescue those within a mile of the 
explosion (this refers to the radius of 
so-callel total destruction of an A bomb) 
or even 10 miles if the bomb is a giant.” 

He describes the possibilities of radio- 
activity, heat, fires, and streets buried in 
debris and says: 

“This is a new kind of warfare . . 
blankets a city with death and can in a 
millionth of a s<cond kill millions of 
harmless persons who have no chance to 
resist, to. escape or to surrender.” Dr. 
Wendt makes the point that the United 
States is the worid’s most vuinerable 
target. 


Crime - And Disintegration 
Of American Home 

At the present time only half of the 
youth of America are being reached by 
the churches and those who are being 
reached, entirely too many are merely 
“on the rolls.” This failure to make con- 
tact with the bulk of tomorrow's citizens 
is producing a fertile field for future 
juvenile crime. I: America is to remain a 
Christian nation, devoted to the funda- 
mental ideals of the Beautitudes, the 
Ten Commandments and the Golden 
Rule, more adults must assume the re- 
sponsibility of preparing young Ameri- 
cans for virile, dynamic Christian living. 

While serving as director of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation.during the 
past twenty years, | have been profound- 
ly impressed with the fact that the 
“churchgoing people” are the most sub- 
stantial group of citizens in the nation. 

Crime usually plants its seeds in the 
mind of a child during the early forma- 
tive years. It come when there is a lack 
of something - lack of proper parental 
guidance, lack of wholesome compan- 
ions, lack of discipline, lack of respect for 
the rights of others, disregard for par- 
ents and constituted authorities, the lack 
of emotional stability. 

Those who are active in some church 
are also the people who seem most in- 
terested in establishing a genuine “home” 
for their children. The greatest single 
factor in crime causation today among 
juveniles is the disintegration of the 
American home.—The Baptist Messenger 
quoting J. Edgar Hoover.
